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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendment has been considered. The proposed amendment is not entered 
because it has not placed the application in condition for allowance for the following reasons: 

1. The proviso of'VhereinG is not ... -(CHa^aCHR 10 ^ 113 ,..." does not have 
support in the disclosure in terms of definitions for variables "ma", "R l0a ", or "R lla ". 

2. Said proviso would cause confusion to reader because G has never been defined 
as -(CHaUCHR 10 ^ 1 la in the claim. 

It is recognized that applicant tries to exclude compounds in EP 210,782. However, the 
proviso needs to be consistent with the definition of G (in terms of variables R 13 , R 14 , and R 15 ). 
In the amendment of 5-6-02, applicant had a proviso for G in terms of R 13 , R 14 and R 15 , which 
excludes compounds with R 15 as hydrogen while R 13 and R 14 as phenyl. However, said proviso 
does not exclude compounds with R 13 (or R 14 ) as hydrogen while R 14 (or R 13 ) and R 15 as phenyl. 
Another words, said proviso does not cover all possibilities for all compounds disclosed in 
EP'782.
